The Republican Convention at Central 
Turner Hall this morning for the purpose of 
selecting four School Directors-at-large, and 
eight district directors was composed of 
112 delegates selected by mass-meetings in 
the different wards last night. The as- 
semblage present when Temporary Chair- 
man Kalbfeld rapped for order was notofa 
kind calculated to inspire confidence that 
what the chairman outlined as the work of 
the convention would be carried out.. Mr, 
Kalvfeld hoped that the gelegates would 
select goad men who would faithfully repre- 
sentthe wishes of the people. Among the 
representative delegates present who wereto 
carry out the wishes of the people were such 
well-known Republican ward strikers as Chris 
Schawacker, H. T. Rohlfing, Andy Brown, 
John Henry Poblman, Nick Karr, George 
Grassmuck and many others. It was essen- 


tially a political convention and the reform 
citizen was not conspicuous throughout the 


day. 

Previous tothe assembling of the conven 
tion quite an amount of talk was indulged in 
between Republicans over the defeat of vari- 
ous acknowledged A. P. A. candidates at the 
primaries. One of the bitterest fights was in 
the Twenty-elghth Ward, A/iere an A. P 
delegation was defeated byone vote and Del- 
egates John Gernezand George — — 
elected.

GRAVES ALIVE? 


The Startling Story Published in 
Denver To-Day. 


Claim Made That the Noted Poisoner 
Did Not Die in His Cell. 


THE COFFIN SUPPOSED TO COVER HIS 
BODY CONTAINED A PINE LOG. 


Statement Said to Have Been Made by 
Two Gentlemen Now in Denver Who 
Witnessed the Burial of the Doctor’s 
Alleged Remains in Connecticut—No 
Critical Investigation Made at the 
Time Graves’ Death Was Announced. 


DENVER, Colo., Oct. 19.—A leading news- 
paper in this city to-day publishes a startling 
article regarding the alleged -suicide of Dr. 
T. Thatcher Graves, whose trialand convic- 
tion of the killing of Mrs. Josephine A. 
Barnaby of Providence, R. I., dy means of 
poisoned whisky, has been so widely read. 

This paper claims that Dr. Graves is not 
dead. The suicide of the famous pois- 
oner in the jail of this city 
was announced on the morning of 
Sept. 16 last. But the story printed here to- 
day states that Charles N. Chandler, a 
wealthy citizen of Thompson Center, Conn., 
arrived in Denver Tuesday, in company with 
Stephen Morse of the same town, which 
is Dr. Graves’ old home and where the body 
is supposed to have been buried. These 
gentlemen are quoted as stating positively 
that Dr. Gravesis not dead, that the dasket 
was opened at the grave in Thompson \Cen- 
ter, Conn., where the body was shipped for 
burial, against the protest of Mrs. Graves, 
and found to contain a pine log instead of a 
dead body and these gentlemen are given as 
authorityffor the statement that the supposed 
dead doctor is now enjoying his liberty ia a 
a foreign country. ; 

Arumor has been current here for some 
time past that the body carried from the cell 
in the County Jail on that Sunday morning 
was wax and not the flesh of the alleged 
famous polsoner, and that this trick had 
been played in order to give the prisoner his 
liberty and deceive the public, and that the 
parties to the deception were some high of- 
ficials of a secret organization. 

This rumor was strengthened by the fact 
that no ode was allowe‘ to view the remains 
except the most intimate friends of the 
Graves family, and also that Mrs. Graves 
refused to allow the body to be embalmed 
before shipping it to Massachusetts, but to- 
day is the first time the report has appeared 
in print. 

On the morning that Dr. Graves’ body was 
found in his cell, he was supposed to have 
committed suicide. Among the many papers 
found tn his cell was the following letter: 
Tothe Coroner of Denver, Colo. 


DEAR Sin.—Please do not hold an autopsy on my 
remains. Thecause ofdeath may be rendered as 
peeve Died from persecution. Worn out. - 


4.“ Yours respeetfuliy, 
T. THATCHER GRAVES, M. D. 


Deaver, Colo., Aug. 9, 1893. 

Although Statees Attorney Stearns, who 
prosecuted the case, strongly urged the au- 
thorities to hold an autopsy and critically in- 
vestigate the circumstances connected with 
the prisoner’s death. this was not done, and 
many persons contended, among them Mrs. 
Graves and his attorney, Judge Macon, that 
Graves had no’ killed bimself, but had been 
killed by persecution. 

There was no inquest held, no post mortem 
examination. 

Mrs. Barnaby died April 19,1891. Graves 
was soon afterwards arrested, His trial tor 
murder took place in Denver, and he was 
convicted and sentenced to hang on Jan. 2, 
1891. But his case was reviewed by the Colo- 
rado Supreme Court and a new trial ordered. 
It was while waiting for his second trial that 
the prisoner was found dead in his cell. 


REV. WALKER FOUND GUILTY. 

BEATRICE, Neb., Oct. 19.—The case of Geo. 
T. Walker. a Baptist minister of Exeter, 
Neb. , was concluded in the District Court to- 
night, the jury returning a verdict of guilty. 
The charge was bastardy and was brought 
by his former wife, from whom he was di- 
vorced in 1890. She claims that they lived 
together for a short time afterwards while he 
was attending a conference in Omaha, 

lie was released on his own recognizance, 
promisingto go to jail in the morning. He 
says he will carry the case to the Supreme 
Court and will then get his temporary re- 
lease on bond, though he refuses to give 
bond for the support of the child. Walker is 
well known in the State, having been a 
preacher, an editor and a postmaster. 

TWO NEGROES LYNCHED. 

SUMMERVILLE, Ga., Oct. 19.— Two negroes, 
Bill Richards and Jim Dickson, who killed 
Constable James Hall and seriously wounded 
Marshal Murphy, who attempted to arrest 
them on suspicion of murdering Carlo Hirdt 
and Joseph Sugarman last August, were 
taken from jall by an armed mob Tuesday 
night and lynched in the swamps near 
Trion factory. The mob gained entrance to 
the jail by strategy. Two men representing 
themselves as constables requested the jalier 
to lock up a third man who, they said, was 
sentenced to imprisonment, When he 
opened the door the mob forced their way 
through. ;

POSSIBLE FOR THE FAUXEKNER MEAS- 
URE TO PASS AT ANY TIME. *

There Are Enough Democratic Votes to 
Maks It Go Through Whenever the 
Silver Republicans Shall Assent—In- 
timated These Votes May Be Secured 
in a Short Time—An Ironical Situa- 
tion—Congress and Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 19.—Itis said dy 
the silver men that it lies in the power of the 
silver Republicans tosettle the question in 
the Senate by a compromise at any time. 
The Faulkner proposition they say has 
enough Democratic votes to secure its pas- 
sage atany timethatthe silver Republicans 
will assent to it. It is intimated that the 
votes of these men may be secured before 
long. 

There is a pecullar irony in the attitude as- 
sumed by the silver men since the discussion 
has been switched from the Voorhees bill to 
the question of rules. Afterthe assertion of 
Mr. Daniel yesterday thatthe majority were 
obstructing the business of the Senate 
and delaying the legitimate debate of 
the financial question by calling into ques- 
‘ion the correctness of. the journal 
and by trying to get up a tew set of rules, 
there comes to-day the cold-blooded propo- 
sition that silver men are tired of the obstrac-. 
tion thrown in the way of a fatr settlement 
of the question and that if the repealers will 
not consider some compromise to get the 
Senate out of the difficulty they will have to 
undergo another protracted. session night 
and day. 

The little comedy, it is said, will be enact- 
ed with all show of seriousness, aad in fact 
it has a serious look to it.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Mr. Hill and those 
other Senators who do not propose to have, 
the traditions of the Senate stand in the way 
of legislation are hard at work to- 
day on a plan of Mr. Hill’s to 
force a vote onachange of rules. The Ad- 
ministration sanction is said to be given to 
Mr. Hill's plan, and he and all those who 
agree with him admit of no doubt that they 
will succeed. 

The caucus ofthe Republicans held last 
night was for the purpose oftrying to get 
enough Republicans to join with Demo- 
crats under the leadership of 
Hill to force a vote on the 
change of rules and thus to secure the adop- | 
tion ot clusure. The caucus wasinthe form 
of a dinner at Sen- 
ator McMillin, and seventeen Re- 
publicans were present. Mr. Frye 
was a champion of the proposition 
for closure and the matter was discussed at 
length, but the action required was not se- 
cured, for the reason that there were not 
enough present, and those there were not all 
in favor of the plan, 

To-day Mr. Hillistryingto get signatures 
of Democrats toa paper pledging them to 
give their votes and supportin every way to 
an attempt to cut off dilatory moves 
and to secure the prompt adoption 
of closure. A similar paper is being circu- 
lated among the Republicans. Hill wants 
twenty Democrats and twenty-three Repub- 
licans, and appears to be per- 
fectly confident that he will get 
them.

But 
sinee the Vice-President will not go outside 
of the traditional rules of the Senate it could 
only be on an appeal from his decision that 
anything could be hoped for by Hill. 

The move has caused a great deal of talk in 
the Senate and someexcitement. It is not 
believed to be possible for the signatures of 
a majority to be secured in support 
of the project, but the attempt is regarded as 
bold and threatening to the stability of the 
musty traditions of the Senate. At the same 
time talk of compromise is renewed and it is 
said that this time something is sure to come 
out of it. 

The conference of Republicans of the sev- 
eral factions, who are trying to get together 
on a conference, has been in progress off and 
on all during the day. The plan now dis- 
cussed is a modification of those heretofore 
considered, and the e declare that 
its adoption will in all probability be secured 
before this week closes.

THE GOLD RESERVE. 


A Marked Decreass Noted—St. Louis Col- 
lectorship— Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 19.—The gold re- 
serve in the Treasury has decrea trom 
193. 582.073 to $82,966,073, while the ewrener 
balance has increased about $8,000,000 in the 
same time. It was yesterday $21,392,000. Sub- 
sidiary silver coin forms 813, 000, 000 of the 
balance, and from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 of 
the net balance is being used every day in 
replacing mutilated currency, which is still 
$5,0U0,000 behind in its redemption. Govern- 
ment receipts for October to date are $100,- 
850,000; expenditures, 317, 216, 000.

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SITUATION STRAINED.

Mr. Horace White’s Able Address the 
Feature of the Day. 


JOSEPH HENDRIX’ PAPER ON AUSTRA- 
LIAN AND AMERICAN PANICS, 


His Vivid Picture of the Rush of British 
Capital to Australia ani the Colle pse 
Follcwing the Period of Financial In- 
toxication~-The Laws Fatbered bv 
Fiend and Sherman Soored for Their 
Evil Effect on Foreigners Seeking In- 
ves ment in the United States—Other 


Interesting Speakers. 


. CurcaGo, III., Oct. .19.—The feature of to- 
day's proceedings at the Bankers’ Conven- 
tion was an address by Horace White of New 
York. 

Mr. White’s addrese is in part as follows: 


Nearly everybedy whe busies himself with the 
subjectof finance tars that we ought to have a 
eiastic currency, Whatis meant by that? Evident- 
ly it is a currency that wiliexpand when thereis au 
active demand för it and con ract when the demand 
subsides. ‘ihis suggests another query: What do 
we mean by demaud? We mean the demand for 
mouey to carry on the exchange ofthe products of 
the country, which move at certain periods and 
Years in larger volumetnan at other periods and 
yoars, depending upon the state of the crops and the 
market for them 

We all agree that the currency ought to be elastic 
inthe sense of being more sbundant when the ex- 
changes of goods are rapid and extensive and less 
_ abundant, when the contrary condition exists. How 
can we get this kind of currency? 

Wecannot get it from the Government, because 
the Government cannot know when the demand for 
money is increasing or diminishing, I believe it 
has nerer bees proposed to gauge the issuing of eur- 
reucy by the collections at the Custom-house, but 
that method would be much more philosophical 
than the per capita method. 

Mr. White then gave the history of money 
from the early ages tothe present time, and 
continuing, said: 


But the point I wish to illustrate is that a check on 
abank, ora private individual’s aeceptamce, or a 
certilicate of deposit in an insurance ecompany, or 
auv kind of shin-plaster will perferm al! the func- 
tions of a bank note it the bublie have the same 
confidence in the issuer. Thereis no difference bo- 
tween the check and the bank note as regards their 
intrinsic nature and character. 

A perfecily elastic currency would be one which 
should rise and fallin volume pari passu with the 
quantity of sugar, flour,cioth and other commodities 
seeking to be exchanged for each other. 

It is easy to see that the check system is automatic 
and elasti¢ and that it accommodates itself to the 
volume of business at one time as well as at another. 
Itisnot quite so easy to see that the bank note 
systein may be automatic and elastic in the same 
R 5 

Now, our problem is to devise a system where the 
bank note sbail be elastic like the check. and in 
like manner make barter a science Wecan see now, 
if not betore, why the Government has no facilities 
ferimparting elasticity to the currency. It has 
neither the requisite knowledge of the needs of 
business nor the means of responding to them. Even 
if it had an oracle to keep it informed of the neds ef 
business, it would have no means of putting the 
money where itis needed unless it should go into 
the business of discounting commercial paper, in 
which case it would have to receive deposits also 
ant perform the other fanctions of a bank. 

Under the George Smith regime, when the eer- 
tifcate of deposit was rst made prominent, there was 
abundance of money for legitimats trade. This 
means simply that forthe purpose of bartering the 
censumalle products of the country egainst each 
other there was no lack of instruments of exchange. 
It is not a banting function to furnish capital for 
the building upof ane country or fer permanent 
works of any kind. Most of the misfortunes that have 
overtaken banks inthis country have resulted from 
loans to speculators, such as advances te railway 
builders, to real estate owners andthe like. No 
currency will ever be elastic enough to satisfy such 
wants. 

The requisites of an elastic currency are first, that 
there must be nolimit set upon it except the de- 
mands for instrumente with whieh to exchange the 
consumable preducts aud matarials moving through 
the country, including sueh as have been imported 
from, or going to, foreign countries; second, it 
must be issuable at once as the demand for it 
arises, without awaiting for somebody else to 
do something else and withont expending more 
money in making preparations for it than is fairly ob- 
tained. The present national bauk curreney is net 
now, and never was. an elastic curremcy. It has 
great and abundant merits, but elasticity is not one 
ofthem, Of late years it has been ſosing such elas- 
ticity as it ever had. Instead of expanding to the 
wants of trade it contracts. The recent increase is 
spasipodic, being due to a wholly normal condition 
of business. 

The great merit of the national bankcurrency is its 
security. Thie is due tothe Government’s guaranty 
which in its turn is justified with the Government’s 

uaranty is all suflleleut ror the notes it issues. 
United States bondsissue can be dispensed with as 
part of the security of the Goverament. 

Mr. White then read a copy of acommunl- 
cation from the Comproller of the United 
States showing that the taxes levied on the 
national banks of the United States since the 
organization of the system had netted the 
Government the round sum of $130,190,000 and 
continued: 

It appears, therefore. that if there had never been 
anv bonds issued for national bank notes the Govr- 
ernment would have lost less than 31.000. 000 by 
redeeming the notes of all failed barks. If there 
had been a commond fund ef something like $1,- 
000,000 accumulated by taxing of banks, no loss 
would have resulted to the Government. 


Mr. White then went on to say: 


Bond security for bank notes is not consistent 
with elasticity. If you ask me if I consider elasticity 
a more valuable feature than security,I say deeided- 
ly no. Our first elaims should be for both security 
and elasticity. Both are attained in the Scotch sys- 
tem by unlimited Liability of the sharehelders of 
banks fortheir vote issues. Formerly the liability 
of shareholders of all the banks except three were 
unlimited as to assets whatever, but since the fail- 
ure of the City of Glasgow Bank, and largely in con- 
sequence ef it, the unlimited {lability clause has 
been repealed except as to issues. Thus it has hap- 

ened that thousands of notes of falled banks in Scot. 
land have always been received by the other banks at 
par aud have never depreciated. Although they 
have neither bonds requisite, nor safety fund be- 
hind them. 

If a bank note system is both elastie and secure 
we hare every requisite of aperfectsrstem, What 
we mean by a perfect system is the convertibility of 
a bank nete into gold on demand. It isthe finaneial 
firmament that the iimit of flat money that runs 
away with $100,000,000 ef gold has been reached. I 
only regret that this additional relief fer which we 
see a real demand was obtained at such acostly rate 
by the tong ef silver bullion, whereas the public 
might dave been more easily and accurately served 
with bank notes, whieh costs nothing but the print- 
ing. ISay bank, not Government notes. The reason 
that bank notes are preferable is that they are con- 
stantly balancing each other in trade, just as cheeks 
do. In other words they carry themseives without the 
use of gold. Gold is used as 3 touchstone all the 
timo, but its actual transfer is required only to set- 
tle balances of international trade, 


Mr. White exampled the imperial banks of 
Germany. France and England as a good 
way to dispense with bond security for bank 
notes. He also said: 

There is no reason that I ean discover that the 
national banks should not be allowed to have 
branches as the Scottish and the Canadian banks do. 


Mr. Wiilte then went on to show why the 
notional banking act must be gotten rid of 17 
nm flexible currency ts secured, insofar as the 
bond security’’ clause was concerned, say- 
ing: 

If bond security were dispensed with and ite place 
token by either asafety fund, unlimited Hability or 
banking consolidation as elastec currency would be 
secured, 

In conclusion Mr. White read the bill, which 
was drawn up by him last winter and intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives by Mr. 
Walker of Massachusetts.

The principle of co-operation has been vindicated 
afresh in this panic. The associated banks in ciear- 
ing-house cities made commes eause of the disaster, 
and not only protected each other and their custo- 
mers, but provedatower of strength tothe whole 
banking system of our ceuntry. This greup of 
skilled bankers bravely faced the storm and uttered 
no note of discouragement in the darkest hour. The 
New Yo bank reserves went own 
to $16,545,000 below the legal point, 
and currency Yments were racitically 
suspended, but each day at high noon tnis commit- 
tee was in council keeping a brave heart and steadily 
guiding the banks of the whole country. conscious 
thas a false step or failure might precipitate the 
ouspeones of gold payments bY the Government 
and the collapse of the financial machinery of the 
land. The promptness with which the deviee of 
Clearing-house certificates was adopted was a most 
important eheck to the wave of disas:er. The cer- 
tificates were freely issued, and although on 

ept. 23 there was a surplus of reserve 
of over $17,000,000 they were ungrudgingly con- 
tinued and will be until the last sign of danger is 
past The whole banking system of our country is 
likely to be reconstructed in the mear future. No 
country should be punished byasystem which, in 
times of panic, must find in itself, through its owa 
devices, a way to supply the deficiences of the law, 
and in doing so te defy the law. Sucha time as we 
have just experienced shows that safety in 
banking may make the infraction of law 
a necessity. This is not a condition 
which bankers can tolerate. There are some 
legislators who cannot understand why impairing 
reserves and suspension of currency payments 
shouln not mes to a bank at any time instant disso- 
lation, but practical experience enforcesa lesson 
that must ultimately penetrate their intelligence 
that good banking keeps the duancial machimery at 
work in time of great panic by cutting the knots of 
red wy of and that, when publicsaiety requires it. 
there is a higher law. that of self-protection and the 
defense of sacred trusts, that.dietates the con- 
duct cf great banking interests. The banking sys- 
tem that is not built to ride the storms of panic dees 
not properiy belong to this country orthis age, and 
it becomos tbe duty of bankers in the United States 
to follow approaching legislation with a keen intent 
to see that the work of a lite ime and the aecumu- 
lations of years of patient industry shall not, in the 
hour ofa great shock to creditor of tarancial eon- 
vulsions, be placed in special peril by reason of 
strangulation in the leading strings of narrew- 
minded regulation. 

The eseential soundness of eommercial conditions 
in our Republic has been so demonstrated that, as 
Englishmen view the Argentina and Australiaa col- 
lapse, they will be disposed to await with Impatience 
an opportunity to come back to us with their sur- 
plus capital. That hour will strike when our 
national finances are in line wis! the experience of 
all civilized nations, The stinging lesson of the 
panic of 1893 16 an old one. It is simply that **hon- 
esiy is the best policy.’’ 

E. O. Leech, ex-Director of the United 
States Mint, now a New York banker, read a 
paper on he Silver Question, as Related to 


the Appreciation of Gold.’’ He sald: 

He must be blind indeed who fails to see that the 
distrust, which was the main feature of the recent 
panic, bad its birth in the silver policy of this 
country. Nothing short of a radical reversal of this 
policy will restore confidence and attract foreign in- 
vestments. All forelen investors and the great mass 
of our own business people believe thatitis not 
possible for this country to continue to absorb in its 
currency a depreciated and depreciating metal with- 
outresultiagin placing our monetary system ona 
silver basis, where our paper dollars will represent 
only a promiseto paya silverdollar, This ls the 
logical, practical, busimess reason for the distrust 
which has been created, and it is equally logical to 
say thatit will not disappear until the cause is re- 
moved. In order to merit the confidence of the 
world and maintain our excellent credit and reputa- 
tion as a country of the first class, we must maln 
tain our monetary system above all question, 
with all our currency redeemable on demand in the 
money which civilized countries have decided to do 
business with—gold. Ihe only way to do this is to 
zo out of tne silver business until such time as other 
commercial coustries may find it for their interests 
to join with usin restoring silver to its former use 
as money. That the sober second thought of the 
American people is asserting itself and will compel 
such an action at the hands ef their legisiative rep- 
resentatives is beyond question. 


Mr. Leech then discussed the claim that 
what appears to be a depreciation in the 


value of silver is really an appreciation in 
the value of gold, occasioned by its scarcity 
and by the disuse of silver as money. . He 
cited statistics to show that there is more 
actual money and more silver moneyin use 
in the world to-day than ever before. 

The product of silver for ghe past twenty years has 
aggregated over $2,400,0 000 in ceining value; 
ior the preceding period of twenty years it was only 
$948,000,000, and the coinage of silver for the last 
twenty years has aggregated the esormous sum of 
32. 300. 000.000.

Without going into individtal articles it is suffi- 
client to say that there is not one of the great 
staple commodities which has fallen largely 
in price where such deciine cannot be 
readily traced to circumstances affecting the 
demand and supply ef the article itself. 
To ascertain with accuracy whether or not there has 
beenan appreciation in he value of the world's 
money, gold, it would be much fairer to take as a 
basisef comparison those things which have not 
been subjected to special causes of cheapening, and 
which are most quickly and naturally affected by the 
plenty or scarcity of money, viz.: iaterest and 
wages. 

He read a table giving the annual averages 
of the rate of discount in the principal eities 
of Europe from 1885 to 1892, from which it ap- 
peared that ‘‘the rate of interest has been 
steadily iowered each year, which could not 
be the case if the amount of actual money 
had grown scarcer. The unanimous report 
on wages and prices by the senate Commit- 
tee on Finance, made after an exhaustive ex- 
amination by a special committee of distin- 
guished Senators, shows that the wage- 
earner to-day not only receives higher wages 
in every branch of industry than in prior 
years, but also tbat he can purchase more of 
the necessities of fs with his wages than 
ever before.’’

LET THE PEOPLE SPEAK. 
The inaction of the Senate caused by the 
impotence of the majority and the obstruc- 
tion of the minority has reached a point 
where it becomes a public outrage and a 
grave menace to the welfare of every citi- 
zen of the country. 
Rightly or wrongly business waits upon 
the repeal of the purchase clause of the 
Sherman law. That is the condition which 
must be dealt with to bring relief. While 
Senators dawdle and jaw the country suf- 
fers. The promise of a revival of trade 
following the prompt action of the 
House is blighted by the hopeless de- 
lay of the Senate.

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MONEY POWER IN THE SENATE.

LICENSES TO COMMIT CRIME. 


The Dosenbach case furnishes another 
example of the power of money and a 
political pull. 

The guilt or innocence of Mr. Dosenbach 
has nothing to do with the question of his 
release. He may or may not have been 
guilty, and his sentence to six month in 
jail may or may not have been just. His 
release on payment to the county of his 
value as a laborer at $1.50 a day is a recog- 
nition of the right of any man with money 
or political influence to compound for his 
crime with money, and escape the pen- 
alty attached by the law to his misdeed. 
It is a return to the old German practice of 
blood money, whereby a murderer was per- 
mitted to purge himself by paying to the 
family of the victim a fixed sum supposed 
to represent his value as breadwinner or 
defender. 

Introduced into civilized life it amounts 
to a license to commit any offense known 
to the law. A man with enough money is 
granted the privilege to adopt crime as a 
profession, if he is 80 disposed, and go 
scot free no matter how great his offenses 
may be. Thisisthe natural, logical con- 
clusion to be drawn from the Dosenbach 
case, for a precedent only initiates a prac- 
tice and practice becomesa rule of law. 
The possibility of such trifling with jus- 
tice would not be conceded if it were not 
for this case which upsets all our ideas 
concerning the nature of crime and pun- 
ishment. The power of money has never 
before manifested itself so impudently. 
Political pulls have never before been em- 
ployed so unblushingly. Thetwo go to- 
gether, as a rule, but they cannot go 
further than they have in this moat aston- 
ishing proceeding. In future the criminal 
need only put money in his purse, accept 
sentence and then strike a bargain with 
the managers of political factions. This is 
practically what we are to expect, if 
Dosenbach’s release is allowed to pass un-

Flanagan would have beer indicted ona 
mere rumor, heinous as the offense alleged 
against him is admitted to be. 

Let us be plain: Mr. Flanagan has been 
discovered in the act of passing, free of 
duty, Various and sundry sheep of Mexi- 
can origin, to the great depression of 
American agriculture and the ultimate de- 
struction of our entire industrial system. 
In thus attempting to pull the wool over 
the eyes of his party and his country at 
the same time Mr. Flanagan has sinned so 
deeply that it will be difficult for even a 
federal court to find in any statute a pun- 
ishment adequate to the crime. 

Perhaps Mr. Harrison and Mr. McKin- 
ley should be called in consultation by the 
court to assist in determining exactly 
what should be done with Mr. Flanagan.

Every Democrat and every lover of liberty 
should feel a deep concern on account of the 
encroachments of federal power, as exam- 
pled in the imprisonment of the County Court 


Judges of St. Clair County by the mandate of 
the Judges of the United States District 
Court for the Western District of this State, 
for their fallure or refusal to levy 
a tax on the people of their county to 
pay fraudulent bonds. It is high time that 
there should be an awakening among the 
people upon thts important subject, and we 
are confident that when the people fully un- 
derstand the imminent danger which threat- 
ens their liberties in these encroachments by 
the federal judiciary, they will compel some 
sort of legislation for the better security ofr 
their rights. The action of federal courts 
— the last twenty- ve vears has 
not een such as to inspire any great 
amount of confidence in them as the con- 
servators and guardians of the rights, inter- 
ests and liberties of the people. 

On the contrary, it has been such as to, In 
& great measure, justify the opinions and 
fears expressed by the great apostle of 
Democracy, Thomas Jefferson, more than 
seventy years ago. At that early day, only 
thirty-five years after the adoption ofthe 
constitution, Mr. Jefferson foresaw and fore 
told the dangerous tendencies of the United 
States supreme Court. Ina letter to William 
T. Barry, dated July 2, 1822, he wrote: 

We already see the power (the Supreme 
Court) installed for lite, responsible to no 
authority (for impeachment is not even a 
scare-crow), advancing with a nolseless and 
steady pace to the great object of consolida- 
tion. The foundations are already deeply 
laid by their decisions,for the annihilation of 
constitutional State rigtrts, and the removal 
ofevery check, every counterpoise to the en- 
guifing power of which themselves are 
to make a sovereign part. If ever this vast 
country is brought under a single govern- 
ment it will be oneof the most extensive 
corruption, indifferent and incapableof a 
wholesume care over so wide a spread of 
surface. This will not be borne, and you will 
have to choose between reformation and 
revolution. If I know thespirit or this coun- 
try. the one or the other is inevitable.

Joseph’s Hospital here to-gay, not from the 


surgeon’s knife, but. by ing choked to 


death with a sponge which was being used by 


anassistantto keep the mucus from Kan- 
aley’s throat. The man died in great agony. 
His friends immediately applied to Coroner 
©. S. Roberts for an investigation. 
Kanaley came to Syracuse to be operated 
upon for a perforating ulcer of the left heel. 
It was deoided by Dr. D. M. Tolman and the 
hospital physicians to take the leg off at the 
ankle. The patient had been put under the 
influepce of anesthetics and Dr. Tolman was 
performing the operation. An attendant 
nad been instructed to swab out the 
man’s throat, that had filled with mucus. 
In some way the sponge got loose and 
Kanaley drewit into his throat with the 
next inspiration. He began to choke to death. 
An attempt was made to extract the sponge. 
Instead of the desired resuitit went still 
further down. It wes decided that 
tracheotomy was the only means to save the 
man's life. It was of no use. He had choked 
to death before the sponge was taken out. 
The case has aroused much interest among 
the medical profession.

THE FOURTH STREET ENTRANCE. 


Its Abolition cr Retention Exciting Much 
Discussion on Change. 


The question of closing or retaining the 
Fourth street entrance is being actively dis- 
cussed on the floor of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change.

Those who wisheu the entrance closed argued 
that the more convenlent the entrance the 
worse it would be for the Exchange. The 
Significant fact was pointed out that the 
property owners on Fourth street were ac- 
tively working to prevent the closing of the 
entrance. It is urged that if it were made 
as convenient to enter the Merchanté@’ 
Exchange by way of Fourth street,as by way 
of Third, Pine or Chestnut street, merchants 
doing business on the floor wonld have q@ffices 
on Fourth street. But the Exchange does 
not own a foot of ground on that 
thoroughfare, itsj interest being entirely 
on the other streets named. Many 
argue that it would bea peculiar method of 
doing business to allow an entrance to exist 
which offereg@ inducements to tenants Of the 
Exchange to leave the building. Others 
hold that no improvement is likely to be 
made in the present passageway, until it 18s 
closed up, when those interested in its pres- 
ervation will take steps to give the Ex- 
change a better one.

+ ‘Bosrox, Mass., Oct. 19.—Lucy Stone, the 
tea mous champion of woman's suffrage and 
the cause of temperance, died at her home 
18 Dorchester last night. she had been in 
failing health for some time and ber ad- 
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‘vanced age proved a bar to her recovery. 


Lucy Stone was born in 1818 on a farm in 
West Brookfield, Mass. Her mother sighed 
on beingtold thatthe baby was a girl and 
ald: On, Iam sorry. A woman’s life 1s 80 
hard. i 

When her father sent her brother to col- 
Jege, Lucy also wished to go. ‘*Ig she 
crazy?’ he asked his wife. This was some 
fifty years ago. To be a woman then meant 
to sew, to spin and weave, to cook, perhaps 
to teach school, and, of course, to fulfil: her 
allotted destiny and become a wife and 
mother. 

Mr. Stone would have nothing to do with 
sending a girl to college. Nevertheless, Lucy 
was determined to go. She picked berries 
and chestnuts and sold themto buy books. 
Bhe taught school, studying during the time 
and saving her money to the great end, At 
the wages then paid women teachers, it took 
her until she was 25 to earn sufficient tocarry 
her to Oberlin—the only college that would 
receive her. She made the journey as cheaply 
as she possibly could, sleeping ona pile of 
grain sacks on deck while crossing Lake Erie, 
in company witha few other women who 
could afford only deck passage. 

At Oberlin she taught in vacationtime; also 
inthe preparatory department of the col- 
lege. Atanopportunity she did housework 
at cents an hour. The college furnished 
board to poor students at $1 a week, but she 
could not afford to pay that price; by cook- 
ine her food in her room she lived on 50 cents 
a week. She had only one new dress, and 
that a cheap print, during the college course, 
and she did not go home at all during the 
four years; but she graduated with honors in 
1647, and suffered neither in health nor 
self-respect. She was appointed to write a 
commencement essay; but as it was consid- 
ered very unwomasly for a woman to appear 
on the platform and read her own work, she 
deciined to write it rather than consentto 
have a professor read it for her. 

She gave her first lecture on woman’s 
rights in that same yearfrom the pulpit of 
her bfother’s church, in Gardner, Mass. 
Soon after, her power as a speaker develop- 
ing, she became identified with the anti- 
slavery movement and was engaged to lec- 
ture forthe abolition party. All went well 
with her for a time, but presently she mixed 
the subject dearest to her heart—that of 
equal rights formen and women—so much 
with that of freedom of the slave that Kev. 
Samuel May felt obliged to remonstrate. 

1 
Was a woman before I was an abolitionist, 
and I must speak for women,’’

Mr. Dwight Tredway, who was the man- 
ager ofthe Greeley-Burnham Grocer Co. for 
ten years prior to the failure of the firm last 
summer, is reported in the appraisement 
just filed in court to be indebted to the firm 
to the amount of $106,127.71. That 
one member of a firm doing business 
on a stock and capital of about 


$350,000 should be allowed to become so 
heavily indebted toſt appears almost incred- 
ulous, yet Mr. Tredway, when seen this

Besides Dwight Tredway 
there are two other individual debtors who 
owe the assigned firm about $43,000. They 
are John S. Robbins, whose indebtedness is

‘The Traiomen Gaia Not to Have Known 
y the Necessity for Relief. When the 

Fact Is That They Brought the News 
Wa: 


Dash’s Position. 0

So much adverse criticism was occasioned 
by the conduct of Conductor Ogan and En: 
gineer Hawkes of local train No. 2 of the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad in failing to stop 
and render assisance to the victims of the 
accident to Train No.5 of the Wabash line 
near Nameoki last Monday night that it has 

, been deemed necessary to issue an official 
statement from the O. & A. headquarters at 
Ohicago inorder to set the road as near 
right in the eyes of the public as possible un- 
der the circumstances. Popular indigna- 
tion at the almost inconceivable in- 
humanity—railroad men call it thought- 
lessness—of the train’s crew, who 
saw the burning wreck and the wounded 
people being dragged from the overturned 
coaches and yet did not offer a hand to pre- 
vent the sufferers from being cremated was 
60 great that policy forbade silence. The in- 
genuity of the officials in this perplexing 
exigency was plainly overtaxed, as is shown 
dy the following disingen uous official justifi- 
cation of the action of the company’s 
agents: 

THE EXPLANATION, 


The St. Louis newspaper articles and dispatches 
to Chicago papers reflecting upou the alleged actions 
of the Chicago & Alton trainmen in connection with 
the recent wreck on the Wabash line near Nameoki 
have had a thorough inv estigation at the hands of 
the General Mavager. The Wabash people, who 
have evidently posiedthe St. Louis papers, have 
been laboring under the impression thet our train 
2 46) was siznaled at the wreck and did not stop. 

nvestigations show that train No. 46 was nine min- 
utas ahead ofthe wreck, so that that train could 
not possibiy have been signaied. Local No. 
flagged at Nameoki Station by a porter of the Wa- 
bash raliway. who informed Conductor Ogan that 
there was a Wabash train in the ditch, but no assist- 


ance was asked ior, or it would have been prompily | 


rendered. If, under the circumstances, our con- 
ductor failed to offer assistance when it was not 
asked he could not fairly be charged with more thaa 
an error of judgment. Certainly he was 
mot guilty of erimiual negligence. Train 
w nied by Engineer Hawkes, who has bees em- 
pl by the Alton company for over tuirty years, 
and None of the best and most reliable engineers of 
the road. Heis fully posted on his duties and the 
courtesy due other railway lines, and the necessity 
for prompt actton in cases of emergency. The en- 

ineer, however, dia not know of the conversation 

etween our conductor andthe Wabasu porter and 
Was net aware until passing the wreck thatit was a 
passenger train which was in trouble. ‘Io show that 
the engineer did not knew the nature of the 
trouble, it has been learned that he made a remark 
to his freman tnat from the demonstrations of the 
people they seemed to be enjoying the scene,’ He 
had no idea that any lives were indanger. The 
Wabash porter who flagged the train at Nameoki 
Station, which is some distance from the point at 
which the wreck occurred, did not advise our train 
crew that there was any one injured or hurtin any 
way inthe wreck. While Conductor Ogan aduiis 
that he may have made an error of judgme.t, he 
Submits that at the time he was flagged at Nameoki 
wes none ofthe facts inthe case had been given 
um. 

From the reports it appears that there was a 
Division Superintendent and Trainmaster of the 
Wabash road en the wrecked train, who ought to 
have known enough to have adopted proper methods 
in signaling our trais to stop, ifthey wished to have 
itstopped, and its Air te assuiwe that had it not 
been for the extitement and confusion, these 
Wabash officials would have taken the ordinary aud 
proper precautions to stop our train at the wreck. 
To this extent, therefore, the representatives of 
the operating department of the Wabash road, wio 
knew their own needs, were certainiy as much at 
fault as our train crew, who did not know what the 
g Touble was. 

CANNOT AFFORD TO CRITICISE. 

It is interesting to know that the C. & A. 
has actually investigated the course pur sued 
by its employes and also that it seemsto 
think thatthe conductor and trainmen were 
about right. The intimation thatthe news- 
papers had been instigated in making their 
comments upon the affair by the Wabash 
people is incorrect. The POST- DISPATCH 
was actuated only by the facts in the case 
which were so glaring that they could not be 
hidden from its reporters. The Wabash 
should be shtelded from the imputation of 
having condemned or even Suggested a erit- 
icism of the heartlessness of the C. & A. men. 
The Wabash his interests at stake of various 
matures, and to-day when a Posr- DIsPpaTcHu 
called at its offices for information 
he was told that the road 
did not want to appear as criticising the C. 
& A. Sothe Chicago & Alton Officials did the 
Wabash a gross injustice when it arraigned 
them on the side of humunity and the public 
good, as against railroad interests. It is true 
that the ©. & A. could have savedthem a 
loss of about 520,000 if its men had 
stopped and put the fire out, 
but there are matters of very 
much more moment than the burning 
Ot a few passenger cars. No, the Wabash is 
not saying anything about the Chicago & 
Alton. It is only the newspapers and the 
public. 

The official statement says it was not train 
No, 46 that passed the wreck, but No. 2. Just 
after the accident it was given out that it 
was No.46, which had to go on in order to get 
out ofthe way of No. 2. Ihe excuse that the 
conductor was not informed by the 
porter who flagged histrain of the state of 
affairs atthe wreck ts very lame, for even if 
this had been the case, both the conductor 
and the engineer could see for themselves as 
they passed that ives were in danger and 
property was being destroyed, There was 
plenty of light frem the engine and from the 
cafe, which was burning like a bonfire, for 
them to take in the whole situation. 
That they did take it is shown by the fact 
that they reported it when they arrived in 
St. Louls. Engineer Hawkes’ statement that 
the people at the wreck seemed to enjoy- 
ing the sceneis a bit of facetiousness, pre- 
sumably, because he could not have thought 
it would be accepted soberly, following as it 
did the statement he is alleged to have 
made that he smelt burning flesh 
as he passed the wreck and 
it made him sick. The truthfulness of the 
two assertions are ona par, as there was no 
Mesh burned, no thanks to Engineer 
Hawkes or the Chicago & Alton, 

The lastapology in the official document, 
to the effect that there were a division super- 
intendent anda trainmaster on the Wabash 
train and that they ought to have 
taken proper precautions to properly flag 
the Chicago & Alton train, is wholly 
without force. ‘‘here were dozens of people 
at the wreck signaling the C. & A. to stop 
and one porter stood close to the track with 
the raysfrom the headlight full on him and 
Waved his white jacket. Division Super- 
intendent Goodrich and Trainmaster Cotter 
Were both seriously injured and the latter is 
still confined to his bed. The Chicago 4 Al- 
ton's explanation is a gem in its way, and 
clearly shows the company’s willingness to 
stand by its inhuman employes.

Uneasiness at Pine Ridge Agency on 
Account of Renegades. 


WASHINGTON, D. CO., Oct. 19. — Great un- 
easiness is felt at the Pine Ridge Indian 
Agency on account of the numerous rene- 
gade Indlans from other reservations, and it 
is believed thatthe troops will have to be 
called upon to suppress these lawless fel- 
‘lows. A report has been made to this effect 
by the Indian Agent at Pine Ridge to the 
| Commissioner of Indian Affairs. The agent 


said he had for some time been trying to rid 
the reservation of the lawless ronegades, but 
that he had met with but poor success. They 
are, he says, a source of constant danger. 
He also refers tothe sanitary arrangements 
ofthe agency, which he says are bad in the 
extreme, and unless arrangements are made 
for their improvement he fears a pestilence 
may break out. 


THE INDIAN AND CITIZENSHIP. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 19.—The Indian 
agent at Tullalip, Wash., has submitted his 
re port tothe Interior Department. He says 
intoxication isthe predominant evil among 
the Indians. The evil will grow, he thinks, 
because of the decision of the courts that an 
Indian holding a patent to land is a citizen.

A Question as to the Continucd Operation 
of Mills Now at Work. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 19.—It has been ap- 
parent for some time that favored producers 
in iron and steel, whose low cost possibilities 
are a fruitful subject of market gossip, have 
exhausted their advantage and are straining 
every point to keep in operation on a tonnage 
basis that will save them from loss.

famous battle. On that day Washington 


came down the Pennsington road to the spot 
where the monument now stands and or- 
dered Capt. Alexander Hamilton, the 19- 
year-oid artiltery man of New York, later the 
distinguished statesman, to open fire on the 
enemy advancing up Warren street. Wasnh- 
ington then gavethe order fortwo brigades 
of Americar troops to hurry up the Bruns- 
wick roadand prevent the enemy from es- 
capingto Princeton. Then came the battle 
and victory. 

The statue of Washington surmounting the 
shaft is the work of Wm. Rudolph O’ Dono- 
van of New York, who has made a study of 
the face and figure of Washington for nearly 
twenty years. 

The uniform represented in the statue is an 
exact copy of that worn by Washington dur- 
ing the gevolutionary war. Me. O’Donovan 
had the suit now in the Smithonian Institute 
at Washinston carefully measured and re- 
produced, and made the model of a man 6 
feet 3 inches high. Every portion of the 
uniform and the model were doubled and

Public funerals 
with tremendous display of outward grief 
would have been insisted upon and all Paris 
would have turned out to witness the funer- 
als of Marshal MacMahon, Duke of Magenta, 
ex-President of France, and that of Charles 
Francis Gounod, the composer of Faust. 
But with the war spirit disturbing her 
France seems hardly to have noticed that 
two of her greatest citizens, the ex-soldiler- 
Statesman, last of the great marshals of 
France, and the great creator of musical 
masterpieces, known the world over, have 
passed away from beneath the folds of the 
tri-color. France in her mad worship ofthe 
Russian sailors and in her thoughtless trust
